The German artillery fire is particu­ 
larly deadly. .Their batteries, masked 
in th»* hills which for the most part

their pew positions, are 
served with the 
utm ost 
precision, 
while, their rapid firers, mounted on 
Automobiles, simply mtiwi down , the 
French who attempt to carry tile, Get* 
man lines by storm. 


German Resistance Unbroken.

Spring Rice

Criticism of Withdrawal of Troops 


From Mexico. 


Washington, Sept. IS. — Sir Cecil 
Spring Rice, the British ambassador, 
called at the state department and 
formally expressed his regret tor the 
publication of an interview attributed 
to Sir Lionel Carden, British minis 
ter to Mexico, criticising the United 
States for withdrawing its troops from 
Vera ('ritz. 
The interview, the ambassador ex 
plained, was contrary to diplomatic 
usage in general, and the regulations 
of the Brith*h government, and was 
therefore unauthorized. In tile absence 
of Secretary Bryan, the ambassador 
made Ills explanation to Counsellor 
I.arising. He explained that inasmuch 
as the interview was printed after Sir 
Lionel had sailed from New York, it 
was impossible to obtain a denial from 
him without sending the text of the 
Interview by wireless. For that reason 
it was likewise impossible to make a 
categorical denial of the statement at­ 
tributed to the former minister of 
Mexico, he aalii.

Finally I turned Hie machine 
find landed home safely.

British Airship Tactics. 


"The constant object of our avia­ 
tors," says Field Marshal Sir John 
French of the English military forces, 
"has been to effect un accurate locu­ 


tion of the enemy's forces and incV 
dentally, since the opera lions cover so 
large an arca, of our own units. 
“Nevertheless tile tactics adopted for 
dealing with hostile air craft are to 
attack them instantly w ith one or more 
British machines. 
This has been so 
far successful t hat in five cases Ger­ 
man pilots or observers have been shot 
while in the air aud their machines 
brought to ground. 
As a consequence 
the British flying corps lins succeeded 
in establishing an individual ascendan­ 
cy which Is us serviceable to us tu. it 
is dam aging to Hie enemy.” 


As Aviator Saw Retreat. 


An air man. who viewed the German 
retreat a fte r tile battle of the Marne, 
says *. 
"It was ii wonderful sight to look 
down upon, those hundreds of thou 
sands of moving troops, the long gray 
col.mins of the kaiser's picked troops. 
some m arching In a northerly, others 
in a northeasterly direction, and all 
moving w ith a tremendous rapidity clo 
qucnt of their desire to place them 
selves beyond the reach of the allied 
armies, which were harassing them ut 
every step. 
"The retreat was not confined to the 
highways. Many German soldiers were 
seen running across the fluids, jumping 
over fences, crawling through hedges 
and wending their way through wood* 
These men doubtless belonged to reg! 
incuts which had been bad*y cut nj* in 
the tierce fighting which preceded the 
general retreat 
Deprived of a majorl 
tv of their officers, they were a mere 
rubble of fugitives, many without rl 
flus, having abandoned their weapons 
in their haste to escape their French 
and British pursuers."
